SCOKES KILLED AND WOUNDED 


The Boiling, Seething Mass of Funnel 


Shaped Clouds Visits Sherman and 


Other Towns in Texas. 


DALLAS, Texas, May 15.—A. special to 


the News Irom Sherman, Texai, eays: 
Juat a few minutea before 5 o'clock 
this afternoon a cyclone not exceeding 
two blocks in width, bat carrying wide- 
spread destruction and death in its 
wake, swept through the western half 
of the city, traveling almost directly 
north. The approach of the terrific 
whirlwind was announced by a deep 
rumbling noise not unlike reverberating 
thunder. A fierce and driving rain ac- 
companied it. Late tonight it is re- 
ported that forty 
people have been 


killed south of town in addition to the 
city's death list. Wagons are unloading 
the dead and injured every moment, 


The News reporter standing on the 


north eide of the court plaza had his at- 
tention called to the peculiar appearance 
of the clouda. They were parted at the 
lower eide, converting them into a per- 
fect funnel shape, while a boiling, seeth- 
ing mass of vaporous clouds wore rapidl;- 
revolvinfi in tho rift. The air was sud 
denlv filled with trees and twigs and the 
downpour ol raiu brought with it a de- 
luge of mud. Then the trutli dawned 
on all that a cyclone was prevailing. 


From the point where it eeems to have 


first descended to where it ouddeiily 
arose from the ground, just north of 
the city, it loft terriilic marks of its 
passage, not a house in its path escap- 
ing; not a truaor ehrubluft standing or 
not twisted and torn put ol shape. 
Fences are gone. The iron bridge on 
Houston Htreet in completely wrecked 
and blown aw»y, uoth withstand ing its 
hundreds of thousands of pounds of 
steel and material. The numbar of per- 
sons wounded will reach not less than 
100, and it will be several days before 
the exact number of fatalities can bo 
givtiii, as many persons and especially 
children are miBBinit, and many of the in- 
jured are in such critical shape that a 
ecore may die before morning. 


Very few of tbe parsons in the de- 


molished houses are able to tell just 
how the storm burflt upon them, and 
only in one or two instances were par- 


• ties able to got out of its deadly path. 


The moat graphic description given by 


any of the injured was that of W. B. 
Uostwick. who said*. 


"1 was at John Irvine'a house when I 


heard the noise of the approaching 
Btorin. Just us I looked out I saw Cap- 
tain Herges' house blown into the air 
and then Mr. Shearer's house. The air 
waa filled with great trees and timbers 
and every conceivable kind of articles. 
It was a black, serpentine cloud, twist- 
ing, writhing in the centre, but at the 
bottom it seoined to be moving steadily. 
Then came an awful caash, a aenee of 
suffocation and when it waa over the 
house was gone and myaelf and family 
were scattered about the yard aud under 
thodebrie."

DISTRICT JUDGE NAMED 


To Succeed a Man Appointed by 


President Buchanan. 


WASHINGTON, May 15,—Judge Lochren 


cho was today nominated for United 
States district judge o! Minnesota, to 
succeed U. B. Nelson, was appointed 
commissioner of pensions I*1 *ne begin- 
ning of the present administration. He 
waa then a district judge in Minnesota. 
Judge Kelson, whom he nucceeds, was 
appointed in 1858 by President Buch- 
anan and was the longest in tbe service 
of any judge In the United States courts. 
Ever oince Judge Locbnm's appoint- 
ment aa commissioner of pensions, it 
has been the desire of his friends to pro- 
mote him to the bench in case Judge 
Nelson would resign. It baa been known 
that bin preference has been for the 
bench rather than an executive position. 
Leading lawyers in Minnesota have 
petitioned for his appointment an United 
States jud«e. Mr. Lochren wan endorsed 
by the Minnesota legislature nnani- 
moualy for tbe position he now occupies.

POCATELLO, Idaho, May 15.—The Re- 


publican state convention will assemble 
tomorrow morning. Only a few dele- 
gatea have flo far arrived, but a number 
of leaders are on the ground. There 
will be 249 votes in the convention, 
nearly 200 of which will be for Duboia. 
The latter's followers will put him at 
tbe head of the delegation, and will 
name no associates not iri sympathy 
with him. Tho opposition ia made up 
of friends of Senator Shoup, who aro 
anxious that he be aent as a delegate. 
Thia is hardly likely, however, as he has 
not been in full accord with Dubois. 
Many have hoped Shoup would recog- 
nize the overwhelming sentiment of the 
state and announce his adhesion toDu- 
boia' policy. A number of deleRftt'-s 
declare they would gladly unite in send- 
ing him under each circumstancea. It 
ie possible that there will be a bolt in 
the convention. There aro thirty or 
forty delegates who appear determined 
to offer a resolution to pledge delegates 
to support the national nominees, and 
when it ia voted down, to bolt and elect 
a contesting delegation. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—By a vote ol 


31 to 30 the senate determined today 
that Henry A. Dupont waa not entitled 
to a seat in the senate from the state of 
Delaware. Thia closed a long and an- 
imated discussion which had been one of 
the most notable contests of its kind in 
the history of the senate. The result 
w*a in doubt tip to the last moment and 
thia added' interest to the final vote. 
There had been some question SB to the 
direction of Mr. Stewart's vote, but it 
went with tho9e of the Democrats and 
Populists and waa the decisive vote in 
declaring that Mr. Dupont was not en- 
titled to a seat.

The 
preliminary 
examination of 


George Rupert and Samuel Packwood, 
on a charge of robbery preferred by K. 
L. Ferrel, was begun in Justice St. 
John's court yesterday afternoon. Tho 
prosecution finished UK ciiee and the de- 
fense put on one witness before the hour 
w adjournment lust evening. District At- 
torney Snow and J. 11. Collins conducted 
tho prosecution, while N. 0. Coldwcll 
and S. J. Hinds defended. 


The complainant was tho first wit- 


ness on the stand, and he made some 
very strong allegations against the de- 
fendants, although he became some- 
what confused 
under the searching 


cross-examination of 
Mr. 
Cold well. 


Parrel's testimony was that about 10.30 
on the night of April 24th the defend- 
ants forced him to sign a hill of sale for 
a note of $80 which he hold from Mrs. 
Oottrell who runs a lodgUiKhouBe on 
Mariposa street. Rupert had first re- 
marked 
to 
him 
in 
tho 
saloon,

to 
me 


and 
I 
have made 
up my miud 


to cinch you." Rupert 
went to 


the doors of the saloon and locked them, 
while Packwood went to a drawer behind 
the bar and secured a pistol. Packwood 
threatened to shoot Ferrel if he tried to 
leave the place, 'i'arounh fear the wit- 
ness signed the bill of sale. Ho had told 
parties of the occurrence,and the defend- 
ants had him arrested for opening a letter 
in Rupert's saloon some time before while 
he had been working there. That case 
was dismissed by Commissioner Prince 
and Ferrel sworo to the complaint 
against the defendants, two weeks after 
tlioy had robbed him. 


The nest witness was a Miss Nettie 


Lewis. At the time of the alleged rob- 
bery she was ocuupylng a room over 
Rupert's aaloon. On the night of April 
2-1 th about 10:30 o'clock she went down 
the back stairway of the lodging house 
to go into the 
saloon by the rear 


entrance to get two bottles of beer. She 
heard loud voices within and opened the 
rear door n little to ec« what the trouble 
wae. Sha heard Rupert make the re- 
mark that he would cinch Ferrel ami 
saw him lock the front doors. Sue also 
saw i'ackwood cuing to the drawer be- 
hind the bar. At this point ehe con- 
cluded that there was going to bo a 
racket, and closing the door returned to 
her room. 


During tho cross-eflxmination by Mr. 


Gold well, Miss Lewis said that she had 
intended to drink the two bottlea of 
beer before going to bed to put her to 
sleep. She had afterwards been put out 
of the lodging bouse owing to a dilliculty 
with the landlady, who called her a 
"black squaw." Miss Lewie is of Mex- 
ican extraction, and she amused the 
court greatly with her droll answers. 
She told Attorney Coldwell that ho was 
asking too many questions. He asked 
her if she had not told L. Tipton that 
see did not know anything about the 
case. She denied making any such 
statement. 


Mrs. Oottrell testiOed that Ferral bad 


told her that be had been compelled to 
sign the note. She had replied that she 
would have died before she would have 
yielded. Kupert and Packwood had 
been to her about midnight in regard to 
the matter of the transfer of the note. 
She told them of statements Ferrel had 
made to her, and Kupert said it was a 
He. She then called Ferrel from his 
room where he was asleep, and before 
Kupert and Fackwood he reiterated the 
statement that he had been forced to 
sign the bill. Rupert and Packwood 
then left the place, remarking that 
within half an hour they would have 
Feirel arrested. Deputy United States 
Marshal Alford appeared shortly after- 
wards with a warrant for Ferrel on a 
charge of opening the letter. 


This closed tbe case for the prosecu- 


tion. The defense opened by placing 
Charles Williams, a laborer, upon the 
stand. Williams testiUed that he was 
in Rupert's saloon between 8 and 0 
o'clock on the evening of the 24th. He 
was there when Ferrel and Packwood 
were present and there were no evi- 
dences of trouble. The time of the meet- 
ing as fixed by him was an hour and a 
half earlier than fixed by the pthers. 
District-Attorney Snow put the witness 
through a severe croBa-cxamination.

YOUNG MISS TIE CHOY. 


A Contest for Possession of the 


Chinese Girl. 


Detective C. J. Still well arrived on 


last evening's train from San Francisco 
having in charge Tie Choy, a Chinese 
girl o£ flisteeu aurauiers.. There is a 
spirited contest for pOBaeaaion of the girl 
between Freano and bay city Chinese. 
The detective turned his prisoner over 
to Deputy Constable Crutcher who held 
a warrant for her arrest on a charge of 
grand larceny. 


The caee ia one of the many in which 


Freano Chinamen have been interested. 
It ia a common thing for them to go to 
law to obtain possession of their female 
slaves. 
About three weeks ago Choy, with the 


assistance of frienda from thia city, ran 
away from her home in San Franciaco. 
She aaya she did not like her "huaband" 
and waa glad to get away from him. She 
had been iu Freano but a few days,how- 
ever, when Detective Cody came down 
from San Franciaco armed with a war- 
rant charging her with grand larceny, 
alleged to have been committed in steal* 
ing a ring from her "huaband." The 
detective placed Choy under arreat and 
took her back home. 


Among her friends in this city ie Big 


Jim, the wealthy merchant. He imme- 
diately took atepa to secure her release. 
He enlisted tbe services of Attorney 
Mark Walaer and Deputy Constable 
Orutcher. Mr. Walaer went to Sen 
Francisco to eecure tbe release of tbe 
girl. Jim a wore to a complaint in Jus- 
tice St. John's conrt charging Choy 
with grand larceny in order tbat ahe 
might be brought back to Fresno, when 
Walser should have secured her re- 
lease. 
Mr. Walaer succeeded in having the 


case against her in San Francisco dio- 
missed, as there waa nothing in the 
charge. But ahe waa immediately re- 
arreatcd on complaint of her "bus- 
band," who waa equally determined to 
retain possession of her. Mr. Walaer 
had an interesting time of it. He then 
instituted habeas corpus proceeding 
but the conrt postponed the hearing un- 
til next week.
